Dr, Davis called schools ‘ladders 
for the social and economic ad- 
vancement of the people.” Sixty 
out of a hundred school children 
in this country, he said, come from 
families of lower social-economic 
status. They need help if they are 
to change themselves in the ways 
necessary to get “better jobs, bet- 
ter homes and better communi- 
ties.” 

Such change, he indicated, is not 
mere “social climbing” but realis- 
tically necessary if they are to 
achieve a happier and more secure 
life for themselves and “protect 
their children front tuberculosis, 
malnutrition and rats.” 

Although teachers sincerely 
want to help, he said, many of 
them are unable to understand the 
behavior and attitudes of under- 
privileged youngsters because 
ninety-five out of a hundred 
teachers come from middle class 
backgrounds. 

Home-making teachers’ espe- 
cially need a realistic approach to 
these matters, he held, because 
differences in this sphere are so 
obvious.

HIRED PHYSICIANS 


In the course of preparing a 
book, “Medical Care for Tomor- 
row,” to be published by Harpers, 
I have been compelled to review 
a lot of statistics. Dull as most of 
them are, I have found one batch 
full of interest and puzzlement. 
During the last 20 years, while 
the organized medical profession 
has been struggling its hardest to 
preserve the free enterprise of pri- 
vate practice, the proportion of 
doctors who are employed on full- 
time salary and are not in private 
practice has been steadily mount- 
ing. 

All we can say is: (1) at least a 
third of the medical manpower of 
the U. S. A. is now employed, not 
self-employed, manpower; (2) this 
proportion has increased greatly 
during the last 20 years; (3) a sub- 
stantial, though at present un- 
known number of additional phy- 
sicians of all ages are in part-time 
employment, i.e. derive appreci- 
able income from salary in addi- 
tion to private practice—Michael 
M. Davis, of Committee for Na- 
tion’s Health.

Nixon's Fine Financial Hand 
Throttles Ike on T-H Message 


It isn't only organized labor that is protesting about the 
delay of the Administration in making its proposals for amend- 


iment of Taft-Hartley. Some of the big Eisenhower papers, 


such as the New York Times, which try hard to make the 
public believe that the General in the White House is a liberal, 
are disturbed. Said the New York Times editorially in its 
August 6 issue: 

“It is too bad that President Eisenhower—because of Vice- 
President Nixon’s intervention or for other reasons—did not pursue 
his plan to send to Congress before adjournment a message em- 
bodying his proposed revision of the Taft-Hartley Law ... The 
point is being made that some or perhaps most of the proposals 
parallel a memorandum sent to the President by Secretary of 
Labor Martin Durkin. We do not know whether this is so, but 
even if this view is correct there would seem to be no reason why 
the recommendations, whatever their origin, should not be before 
the public for immediate discussion and before members of Con- 
gress for debate at the proper time.” 


California labor people are naturally interested in the 
report that this State's own GOP reactionary, Dickie Boy 
| Nixon, is the man who scared the President into holding up 
{his message. The New York Times in a news column from 
Washington published the same day as the editorial just 
quoted stated the following: 

“Vice-President Richard M. Nixon was chiefly instrumental in 
stopping a White House message on Taft-Hartley Law revisions 
before it was sent to Congress ... Responsible sources said that the 
draft prepared for President Eisenhower undermined two funda- 
mentals of the Taft-Hartley Law—the bans on the closed shop and 
secondary boycott—and that it was unwise from a standpoint of 
practical policies because it would antagonize the personal follow- 
ers of Senator Robert A. Taft and offend some of the groups that 
gave President Eisenhower much of his campaign strength.” 

In other words, the group of Big Business men who figured 
that Dick Nixon gave them more for their money than any 
other Californian, and who therefore were willing and eager 
to found a private political fund for him, are still getting their 
money's worth. And so are all their Big Business pals over 
'the country.
